Ohio Pastures Also Hit by 
Heat and Drought; Some 
Get Relief

•-he drought had intensified in the 
western half of Ohio during Hie 
past week, and th at corn crops were 
badly “burned” as far 
north 
as 
Dayton. 
Meteorologist George W. Mind 
ling said reports from w eather sta ­ 
tions indicate the dry spell has 
broken in Eastern Ohio, but Is be­ 
coming 
"severe” 
in 
the 
western 
counties. 
"Most stations in W estern Ohio 
report the drought 
intensifying,” 
Mindling said. ‘Corn Is badly ‘fired1 
as far north as Dayton, and else­ 
where its leaves are rolled and it 
is two or more m eet shorter than 
it should be at this time of year." 
Ohio State university extension 
departm ent 
specialists 
meanwhile 
^ave varying estim ates of drought 
damage to the corn crop, ranging 
from 20 per cent In some areas to 
50 per cent in others. 
H eat Damages Pastures 
Pastures In all sections of the 
state except the extreme north and 
northeast were reported badly dam ­ 
aged 
by the heat, with farm ers 
putting their cattle on winter ra ­ 
tions of dry feet. 
The central Ohio sweet corn crop, 
according to the bureau report, is so 
poor th a t some canneries will re­ 
m ain closed. 
A num ber of w eather stations in 
the eastern half of the state re­ 
ported adequate rainfall within the 
past week, others have had less than 
.25 of an inch.

LINE SMASHED

TANK FORCES 


Yanks Pound Info Flaming 
Baffle With Foe Armor 
In Marigny Streets 


SUPREME HEADQUARTERS, Al­ 
lied Expeditionary Force, July 26 
U. S tanks in their first m ajor op­ 
eration in France smashed a breach 
four miles deep in the first G erm an 
defense line west of St. Lo today 
and hammered into a flaming bat­ 
tle with enemy arm or in the streets 
of Marigny 
The heavy thrust, with infantry­ 
men 
riding the steel tanks and 
bombers paving the way, endanger­ 
ed thousands of badlv-battered G er­ 
m an forces along the enemy’s south­ 
ern defenses. 
It penetrated the outer crust of 
Nazi defenses in a couple of hours, 
carrying four miles south of the 
St. Lo-Periers road, and smashed 
against the 
first 
heavy defenses 
near Marigny. This Is a road junc­ 
tion just north of the highway an ­ 
gling southwest from St. Lo to acu ­ 
tances near th e west coast 
Packs of G erm an Tanks- 
The whole 25-mile American front 
from St. Lo west to the sea rocked 
to the thunder of a tremendous 
artillery barrage just before dawn 
Then came wave after wave of a t­ 
tacking 
M arauders 
and 
fighter 
bombers. 
Lt. Gen O m ar N. B rad­ 
ley’s doughboys made local advances 
despite heavy G erm an resistance in 
some sectors. 
Supreme h ead q u ar­ 
ters said the front still was ex­ 
panding. 
Field M arshal Erwin Rommel was 
throwing in arm or against the B rit­ 
ish and Canadians.

COSSACKS AT 
EAST BANK OF 
VISTULA RIVER 


Other Russians Drive To 
Within 50 Miles of 
Polish Capital 


(By Associated B rass) 
MOSCOW. July 26.—H ard-riding 
Cossacks reached the east bank of 
VVIsla (Vistula) river today while 
other Russians, supported for the 
first tim e by U. S. planes in direct, 
tactical operations, surorunded the 
m auled G erm an garrison at Lwow 
and stormed into th a t 
great 
rail 
city. 
The Wlsla w as-reached 
in 
the 
Pulawy area, 66 m iles southeast 
of threatened W arsaw. There the 
Cossacks engaged the battered Ger­ 
m ans within 358 miles of Berlin and 
142 of G erm an Silesia. 
Lightnings and M ustangs, of the 
U. S. 15th air force flew from U.S. 
bases in Russia, destroying 38 Ger­ 
m an planes in the Lwow area w ith­ 
out loss. They strafed an airdrome 
IOO miles northwest 
of the sur­ 
rounded city, shot up G erm an trans­ 
port and gun positions. 
Beyond the Wlsla, a rolling plain 
ideal for tanks and horsem en such 
as the heavily armed Cossacks, in­ 
vites swift advance. 
Approaching Kiev 
O ther Russians driving frontally 
on Warsaw along the m ain trunk 
railway from Kiev were reported be­ 
tween 40 and 50 miles 
from

If Germans, themselves, can elim inate the Ju n k ­ 
ers this time, the Nazis perhaps can be depended on 
to eliminate themselves with the blood-letting which 
has been their political tradem ark 
They may take 
responsibility for their liquidation and destruction 
inside Germany into their own hands, saving their 
enemies th e trouble 
A million rounds of small arms 
am m unition- and the small arm s to use it in -if 
placed in the righ hands In Germ any right now m ight 
do more to secure the hope of an era of jieace than 
a hundred words of firm resolution and high purpose.

Wounded Get Prompt Attention

WASHINGTON—According to reports filled with 
superlatives reaching here, the Army and Navy medi­ 
cal corps have hit the top rung of efficiency in tne 
Invasion of France. 
W ith wounded casualties mounting into the thou­ 
sands on the Cherbourg peninsula, the report of Ma J. 
(•en Paul R. Hawley, chief surgeon in tile European 
theater, to MaJ Gen. Norman T. Kirk. U S. Army 
surgeon general, should be or some comfort to fam ­ 
ilies ot men shot down In battle. 
Normandy wounded now are being sent back to 
England by plane within an hour after they reach 
evacuation fields behind the lines. 
Twenty-four to 
36 hours later, some of them are on haspital trains 
in the United States, headed for base haspitals neur 
their homes 
It is possible for wounded to be bedded 
In the hospitals here even before their next of kin 
can be notified of their Injuries. 
Air evacuation from 
France has now supplanted almust all other types, 
Maj. Gen. Hawley reported 
Field hospitals are moving up behind the lines 
as fast as air strip* can be built or repaired 
It s rare 
when wounded are kept there as long as 12 hours 
In England they are met by field hospital platoons 
who move them by ambulance 
to 
fixed 
haspitals 
nearby. 


One phase or the general’s report should be of 
double interest to the home front, for it is one fac­ 
tor in which many civilians have shared 
Both whole blood and plasma.” he said, "have 
been plentiful In every medical installation from the 
clearing station to the hospital, including LSTs and
